“I strongly urged Mr. Lioyd 
George to take the Foreign Secre- 

p. I consider that he is emi- 
nently fitted, particularly in view of 
his knowledge of America and his 
sympathetic féeling for the American 
people and institutions. We are 
through with those who knew little 
of America or fore conditions in 
general, and Mr. Lioyd George is the 
only man available, having in an 
eminent degreé the qualities needed 
in handling the forei situation 1 
am hopeful that he will see his way 
to accepting this view. 

“I have no intention of joining 
the new Cabinet. I prefer to sit in 
Printing House Square and Carme- 
lite House.” From Carmelite House 
he publishes the Daily Mall; from 
Printing House Square, the Times.” 

THE ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The announcement in the court 
circular tonight—that he had accept- 
ed the post of Prime Minister and 
First Lord of the Treasury—*eems to 
show that Mr. Lioyd George has no 
present intention of taking the for- 
eign portfolio, this apparently 
leaves the field to Lord Curzon. No

The position of the new Cabi- 
net will not be so secure in the 
House of Commons as to be able to 
ad the Irish vote; hence the 
Nationalists will have an opportu- 
nity to bargain, of which they are 
likely to take full advantage. 

SITUATION HOPEFUL. 

Speaking generully, the situation 
is regarded with greater hopefulness 
and it is believed that the crisis will 


be surmounted without the need or 
fear of a general election, which 
the country would regard as a great 
disaster in the midst of war, when 
so many are in the 
field. As to the effect of the crisis on 
the war, it is pointed out that Ger- 
suffered a much worse crisis 
in the disappearance of Admira] Von 
Tirpitz and Gen. Von Falkenhayn 
from their respective posts without 
any adverse influence on Germany's 
military operations, and altogether 
there is a disposition to give the new 
administration a fair chance.

Three of the greatest ship-owning cor- 
porations in the country—the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, W. H. Grace & Co. 
and the International Mercantile Marine 
Company—have united in @ giant corvora- 
tion called the “American International 
Corporation.” This last corporation’ has 
purchased for $15,000,000 the properties of 
the New York Shipbuilding Company of 
Camden, N. J. 

The object of the purchase is to secure 
facilities for building new ships for the 
fleets of the American International Cor- 
poration. The United States at one time 
beat the world in the construction of wood- 
en ships. At a later period our shipyards 
constructed most of the freight steamers 
which ply on the Great Lakes. Now we

Says a New York correspondent of the 
Boston Monitor: “In the past our ship- 
builders have been at a disadvantage be- 
cause there were never enough of one type 
of ships building at once to permit the in- 
troduction of the manufacturing economies 
that go with bulk production. It is sys 
tematized process manufacturing that has 
enabled America to turn out reapers, auto- 
mobiles, tractors, etc., more cheaply than 
foreign makers. Shipbuilders feel that the 
opportunity at last presents itself to apply 
similar methods to their line as well.” 

Few private shipyards have facilities for 
building battleships and battle cruisers, and 
fewer still are equipped, as is the Long 
Beach company, with facilities for boiiding 
submarines. The Times expects within the 
next two or three years to chronicle a re- 
vival on the Pacific as well as the Atlantic 
Ocean of our merchant marine that will 
ara'n give to it a foremost place among the 
nations.
